Keep the Children off the 
City's Streets 


N ow that the warm dry weather seems fairly estab-j 
Ii shed and the evenings are lengthening, tem pting the chil-! 
dren to make playgrounds of the streets, a word of w arning j 
lo parents should be emphasized. 
And it is this: 
Keep your little ones off the streets. 
There may be cities where the streets arc the only 
available playgrounds for the youngsters, but this is not 
true of Santa Ana. 
The danger from passing automobiles— and the num ­ 
ber of autos on the streets increases with each warm day— 
is a very real one. 
This danger is immeasurably increased! 
by the thoughtless bravado of unthinking kiddies, who at j 
rimes seem to take real delight in seeing how close they can j 
allow a vehicle to come upon them before they will seek 
safety. 
It makes no difference how careful a driver of a car 
may be, or at what slow rate of speed he is driving— there 
is always the possibility of serious injury to these little ones 
darting suddenly across the street in front of approaching 
cars. 
Out on North Broadway the other evening, just as 
dusk began to close down, a group of youngsters were play­ 
ing in the street. A car turned into Broadway, going south. 
The driver slowed down and sounded his horn. 
The youngsters kept at their gam e until the car was 
within a few feet of them. 
Then they rose and scattered— 
and scatterer) in all directions. 
One darted directly in front 
of the car, and the driver made a sudden swerve to one side 
to avoid the possibility of hitting the boy. 
Just as the 
driver swerved his car, the child changed his course and 
darted back. 
It took the sudden application of every brake on the 
car and the “killing” of the engine to avoid what might 
have been a serious accident. 
A s it was, the youngster was 
not even touched by the car, but he slipped and rolled in 
the dust of the street. 
There is, and perhaps naturally so, a tendency to place 
the blame for accidents of such character upon the driver 
of the car, no matter how clear of blame he may be in 
actuality. 
One thinks that the man at the wheel of a high- 
powered car should have his wits with him, that lie should 
take every precaution. 
Rightly so. 
But there is no sixth instinct vouchsafed to the driver 
of an automobile bv which he can divine what is in the mind 
j of an irresponsible child of tender years darting back and 
tort Ii in front of his car. 
N o m atter which way he may 
turn, the youngster is as likely as not to stop and dash 
back the other way. 
Prevention is better than cure— or vain regrets. 
If the 
children are kept off the streets, accidents of such character 
will not take place. 
All the afterthought in the world will 
not avail after a little one has been struck and maimed or 
perhaps killed.

All night long the St. Louis searched 
through the fog for the vessel, but no 
trace of her was found until noon of 
Tuesday, when the stricken ship wad 
located, leaking badly. 
The steamer Manhattan w as already 
ion the scene taking off the passenger# 
and crew. 
Before 3 o'clock the liners MeganUo, 
Lakonia, Kldia, Corsician, 
M aryland, 
Vest ira and Vanderduyn cam e up rap* 
idly and aided in the rescue. 
The Norwegian steamer Bergensford 
and two or three smaller vessels ap* 
peared on the horizon and the rescue 
was soon completed. 
The passengers consisted mainly Of 
crews of American vessels stranded la 
Germany since the war. 
The Denver sailed a few’ days ago 
from Bremen for New York after de­ 
livering a cargo to Germany.

He 
will also confer with J. A. Arm itage 
of Sunset Beach, in whose nam e

petition for the coast boulevard right 
of way appears. 
Betw een the low lands and w ater 
courses of the BolBa Chico Club and 
the ocean is a strip

Editor R egister:—In your issue of 
March 2, Mr. Talbert treated the ques- 
i lion of more good roads for Orange 
; county in a most com prehensive and 
; bunhTPSS-'fttte m anner—and t, for one, 
, would like to express my appreciation 
of such a practical presentation. 
It 
seem s to me tiiat we should be glad 
that the county enjoys the services 
of such an able man. 
There is no better citrus producing 
section in Southern California, with 
one possible exception, than here in 
Orange county, and 
yet 
our citrus 
land values are not up to those in the 
upper 
counties—along 
the 
Sierra 
Madre foothills, etc. The one possible 
section referred to has no scenery 
either, like the aforem entioned foot­ 
hill country, but its values are already 
sky high. 
Most certainly the hitherto 
lack of any good roads has had much 
to do with Orange county values. Be­ 
ton* settling in this county I looked 
into most of the citrus districts of 
Southern California—from San Diego 
county north- and Orange county of­ 
fered more in return for the money 
than any other place I found. 
And in addition to its soil productiv­ 
ity and comparatively cheap and 
re­ 
liable water supply, this county really 
lias a clim ate superior to that of oth­ 
er Southern California sections.* In 
several years of living and traveling 
over thin part of California I recall 
on ly once experiencing the balmy cli­ 
m ate so common in Orange county; 
and t It is pleasant experience was only 
a casual one and was, very likely, an 
unusual state of the w eather in that 
particular sixit a t that particular time. 
I know of districts where the leaves 
have been actually whipped off the 
citrus trees, leaving these Imre and 
w ith the hark cut by the sand-blast, 
yet no harping on the socalled “Santa 
Ana" is heard thereabouts. 
Only re­ 
cently they “enjoyed'' hailstorm s in 
much of the upper country. 
Orange 
county missed tills visitation, and at 
this writing up Riverside way they are 
having one of the most severe of wind­ 
storm s, while -in my neighborhood at 
least -w e are enjoying life, thanks to 
the coast breeze.

Financiers At a Feast 
At the annual banquet of the Pasadena Clearing 
House Association 
at 
the 
Hotel Huntington 
the 
speakers Included several of the best known finan­ 
ciers in the country, .lames K. Lynch, president of 
the First National Bank of San Francisco and Vice- 
President of The American Bankers Association in 
a talk said: 
“I find down here in Southern California it is hest 
to begin talking at once about the beauties of the 
climate and the fertility of the country. 
In looking 
over this beautiful sunken garden, with its flowers 
and foliage, I am reminded of that classic poetical 
line about the bank where the wild thyme grows, 
but that, of course, has nothing to do with our sort 
of banks. 
“Tile American Bankers’ Association lias been and 
v. ill be more so a bond of union between the scat­ 
tered units of banks all over the country. It has 
been the business of the association to unite these 
institutions by spreading among them the results of 
experience and the promulgation of safe and progres­ 
sive banking principles.” Mr. Lynch spoke at length, 
showing,tile value of the association to the banking 
interests and that it has greater work to do in the 
future th an in the past. 
He believed it would be 
the m eans of keeping the Ranking institutions of 
the country up to the standard of the best. 
The 
Federal Reserve Banks were doing their part in 
unifying the nation's banks, hut their work w'ould 
not interfere with the progressive future of the 
association. 
Former Vice-President of the Cnited States Charles 
W Fairbanks in Ii is address said: 
‘ Mr. J. M. Elliott told me when I saw him this 
evening that you gentlemen could be trusted with 
anything, with a man s note even, and I see he’s 
right. 
I have found it wise to speak forcibly about 
the beauties' of Southern California and I know them 
all by heart.” 
After referring to the banks as the 
substantial agencies in the growth of the country, 
he urged the bankers, however, not to forget their 
higher duties t<> their communities and the nation 
and said: 
“When the news came of Germany’s declaration 
of war on Russia it was the bankers of the country 
who stood between safety and chaos; they did splen­ 
did work; they had no other interests than the in­ 
terests of the whole community aud they saved the 
day. 
“Back of all banks and banking laws is the value 
of a stable community; this country must not be 
given over to wrong teachings and the destructive 
ideas. European governments made mistakes and 
these are now being paid for in untold numbers of 
lives and the ruin of the countries in Europe, which 
should be an object lesson to us. 
No m atter how 
important your business affairs seem to be; do not 
neglect your civic duties. Do not forget your larger 
duties to the nation and the common interests of 
the entire country. W hat I want to impress on your 
minds is the fact that now, especially, and always 
for that matter, your duty is to do your very best 
for the political good and safety of the nation; es­ 
pecially in these very serious times all over the 
world.” 
George M. Reynolds, president of the Continental 
and Commercial National Bank of Chicago, in the 
course of his address said: 
"This is the most beautiful banquet I have ever 
attended. 
I would say that my being in Southern 
California was a miracle but it has become a habit. 
I enjoy Pasadena more than I can tell you and 
another miracle is that my staying three months 
of the year here is another habit. 
Mr. Fairbanks 
said truly when he spoke of what the bankers of 
the country did when the war new’s 
came 
from 
Europe and the resultant pandemonium of a panic 
threatened the nation. Conditions are very different 
. from what they were last August. 
At that time 
bankers were very much startled, nay, even shocked, 
by the declaration of war by Germany against Russia. 
And they were soon brought face to face with a 
host of difficulties arising from the gyrations of the 
exchange market, the disruption of business and the 
unsettlement of coedit- 
It was only through the 
courageous action taken by the hankers that a 
much worse situation did not prevail. 
We should 
thank our lucky stars that we have come through 
as splendidly as we have.” 
Mr. Reynolds pointed 
out the fact that an ample currency through the 
establishment of the national reserve banks, the 
restoration of confidence in the banks by tile public 
and the increase of bank deposits, showed that the 
country is safely through all peril. 
Speaking about the regional Reserve Bank A. C. 
Rains, Governor of the Federal Reserve Bank in 
San Francisco, told of Hie work of that institution 
and predicted that the co-operation of banks as they 
grew to understand its value and efficiency would 
result in a system which would he unexcelled by any 
country on tile earth. “Trade waves, he had been 
told, moved as a rule from East to West, but if the 
bankers thoroughly understood the Reserve Bank 
system as they saw its workings he was sure that 
trade waves would develop from the North and tile 
South to the Reserve hank at San Francisco. There 
is plenty of desirable commercial palier in tills region, 
arid I feel sure that it will soon find its way to our 
institution. 
I believe that the government in al­ 
lowing Die rediscounting of liquid commercial paper 
has taken a great step forward. 
It is the most 
notable feature of the entire bill. 
As a whole, the 
system is tile most powerful and will not he ex­ 
celled by the system of any other country.’’ 


Panama Oil Wells 
Over a year ago a decision was rendered by the 
Supreme Court of Panama to the effect that oil fields 
were the property of the nation, which could dis­ 
pose of them. 
On January lf* tile Supreme Court 
reversed its former decision and declared that such 
oil wells existing on private property belong to the 
owners of the property, in accordance with tile consti­ 
tution, and that the nation can not grant the right 
to exploit same to other persons, because the owner­ 
ship is absolute and inviolable and therefore excludes 
the nation. 


Importance of Movie Industry 
"The statement, coming from so good a source 
as the Los Angeles Financial News, that the motion 
picture industry rates fifth in importance in the 
United States, will come as a great surprise,” says 
the Santa Barbara Press, “to those who have given 
little thought or attention to the industrial and finan­ 
cial side of the movies. 
As evidence of the magni­ 
tude of this comparatively recently created business, 
it may be pointed out that last year the output of 
domestic companies was 10,000 reels of negative 
films, from which were taken 300,000,000 feet of film, 
also that there is invested in the business $500,000,- 
000. 
The number of moving picture theaters is al­ 
most 18,000. Still more amazing would be statistics 
showing the aggregate paid in salaries, and the total 
daily receipts of the picture houses. 
“Tills is a development of recent years, and even 
with these astounding figures, the business is in 
its infancy. 
Improvements that have taken plaice 
in these few years are bm the beginning of the 
exploitation of a new vehicle of popular expression. 
The motion picture has supplemented rather than 
encroached upon the “legitim ate” stage. It will also 
supplement tile school and the newspaper and the 
magazine. 
Before long, it may be the adjunct of 
the library. The short story in film is serving only 
as the introduction to the serial. 
What it takes 
days and weeks of geography, by following the print­ 
ed text, may be grasped much more readily in a 
few minutes, when it is flashed before us in realistic 
scenes. 
“There is no end to the number of interesting 
possibilities that suggest themselves as the growth 
of the action picture business is analyzed; and San­ 
ta Barbarous have an opportunity to assist in the 
analysis as well as profit because of the presence 
here of several companies engaged in the manufac­ 
ture of film plays. 
The American company has ex­ 
panded wonderfully since its western plunt was es­ 
tablished in this city. 
It now keeps five companies 
of players busy, and will soon have a sixth, engaged 
upon a very important production, which is of much 
significance because it is really the beginning of a 
new branch of the business. When we learn that a 
dub of player folk has been organized in Santa Bar­ 
bara with a charter membership of 65 we can ap­ 
preciate the local consequence of the profession. The 
pay roll and the expense account do not give the 
grand total of the benefits accruing. Santa Barbara 
is advertised daily and nightly, far and wide, as 
the home of the Flying A. 
Our characteristic scen­ 
ery lias been pictured on millions of feet of film 
for tile edification of millions of people in every 
quarter of the globe. 
It Is no wonder that other 
countries are attracted to this city as the best suited, 
because of Hie wonderful diversity of its environ­ 
ment, for staging modern plays of any character 
or description.” 


Costliest W ar in History 
The war in Europe is the costliest war in material, 
men and money In the history of the world, the ex­ 
penditures upon the part of the allies for the current 
year, according to David Lloyd George, Chancellor 
ol the British Exchequer, will exceed ten billion dol­ 
lars. The Chancellor in an address to the House of 
Commons, declared that Great Britain could finance 
tile war for five years <5i/t bl the proceeds of her 
investments abroad. 
France was able to do so for 
about two or three years with something to spare. 
Russia, he said, although prodigiously rich in natural 
resources, was In a different position. The Chancellor 
said that Russia had increased her productivity from 
30 to 40 per cent by suppressing the sale of vodka. 
Russia had been having special difficulties in financ­ 
ing her purchases abroad, and the same thing had 
applied to France. 
“I am not sure we realize the strain upon this 
gallant country,” he continued. “She has had a larger 
proportion of her men in the field, and the enemy 
in occupation of the richest part of her territory. 
Nevertheless the confidence of the French nation 
strikes every visitor to Paris. 
There is to be seen 
a calm and sincere courage.jsnppbsed to be incompati­ 
ble with Hie temperantent Cfi tjio Celt, and one hears 
the general assurance that the German army has aa 
much chance of crushing France as of overrunning 
Mars.” 
He also declared that the aecummulation of gold 
in Great Britain was the largest in the history of 
tile country, that France and Russia also had ac­ 
cumulated great reserves which had been barely 
touched during the war and that arrangements had 
been made regarding purchases by the allied coun­ 
tries in neutral markets whereby competition was 
eliminated, efficiency was promoted and delays were 
prevented. 


Rockefeller’s Gifts 
Just 16,387,608.64 was contributed or pledged by 
the Rockefeller Foundation between its establish­ 
ment in March, 1904, and February I, 1915, accord­ 
ing to a statement flied with tile United States Com­ 
mission on Industrial Relations. Of this sum, $3,213,- 
750 represents the personal charities of John D. 
Rockefeller, Sr., the autiior of the foundation hav­ 
ing reserved in his letter of gift the right to dis­ 
burse $2,000,000 a year from the corporation's in­ 
come according to the dictates of his own will. The 
war in Europe brought contributions of $1,029,613.04 
from the coffers of the foundation, tile principal item 
being $975,707.93 expended for food supplies for 
starving Belgians. 
Colleges, Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. 
projects, medical research and investigations and 
welfare work of various 
kinds 
were 
other bene­ 
ficiaries. 
Tile statement was drawn up in response 
to a request made by the Industrial Relations Com­ 
mission at its recent investigation in New York of 
great philanthropic foundations. During every minute 
in the year 1914 Mr. Rockefeller gave away for 
benevolent purposes $5.95. 


Bids for Oil Held Up 
The state board of control has held up the bids of 
the three big oil companies on this coast, the Stand­ 
ard, Union aud the Associated, for a three-year $60,- 
000 contract, for supplying crude oil to the San 
Francisco state harbor commission, until an inves­ 
tigation to determine why the three bids are the 
same is concluded. 
In each case, although the bids 
are separate, and are presumed to be competitive, 
each company lias bid 70 cents a barrel. 
This is a 
raise of 5 cents per barrel on the previous contracts. 
The board of control has been watching the bids 
for oil contracts for other state institutions, such as 
Patten and Agnews, and in these cases as well the 
bids do not vary. 


Government Bank in Ecuador 
A telegram from President Plaza to his minister 
of finance, now in Guayaquil, appears in the press 
wherein the President expressed the opinion that 
a new bank issue should be organized, with a cap­ 
ital of not less than $2,500,000, secured by bank 
cedulas. Guayaquil business men consider the pro­ 
posal as being the forerunner of a Government 
bank. 


Silver Money for Colombia 
The Government of Colombia has decreed tho coin­ 
age of $2,000,000 in silver coins of the denomination 
of I peso (or $1) and of half a jieso (or 50 cents), 
to be contracted for in lots of half a million dollars 
each. 
This contract will be under the direction of 
the Minister of Hp£jeu<ty and Minister of the Treas­ 
ury at Bogota.

Athens has heard that an army corps 
is on the way to the Dardanelles from 
Smyrna. 
If this is true, it probably 
m eans that Pertev 
Pasha, 
Turkey’s 
most brilliant, m ilitary leader, is b e­ 
ing put in charge of the Sultan’s oper­ 
ations.

Pasha has been

trict and it is understood that lie has 
been held there for an em ergency such j 
as the present one. 
Pertev Pasha 
made 
the 
Smyrna I 
troops the finest Iii the Turkish em ­ 
pire and if he accom panies the corps j 
to t.he Dardanelles the allies will have I 
a worthy foeman. 
How strong a land force the allies I 
can em ploy in the Dardanelles G y ra ­ 
tions is a difficult question. They need 
every available man in France and 
Flanders if an attem pt is to be made 
to drive the Germ ans 
back 
to 
the 
frontier. 
The danger, 
therefore, 
if 
econom ies are made, is that too few 
men to subdue the Turks will be sent.
